Selectmen of Milan 
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Report of Police Department 


During the year 1970 we were faced with many new problems, 
some of which we needed help from other departments to solve. 
We also helped other departments with their enforcement efforts 
and have enjoyed their cooperation. 


Now we face 1971 with somewhat of a fear of what could 
happen. We now know that Milan is no longer free from riotous 
groups, from narcotics, from youth booze parties, nor from rob- 
beries. 


Our department has met with strong opposition to our enforce- 
ment efforts. People don’t like to have their freedom taken away 
for even a few minutes, so when we have to stop someone for ex- 
cessive speed, or for driving while under the influence of alcohol, 
or for some other violation, they object severely and every attempt 
is made to degrade our department. This group of objectors is 
small and because we have been in law enforcement for so long a 
time we understand the feelings of the public, and it becomes 
part of our work. 


Police work in Milan is no longer a part time thing. It has 
become much more difficult to find time to properly pursue the 
police cases that have arisen during the past year. We must prepare 
ourselves and accept the fact that Milan will soon need a full time 
Police Officer. 


There is a need to back your Police Department, and this is 
what we seek and need in order that we might help to keep our 
town clean and free. 


In 1970 we answered 354 complaints and had 12 cases in 
court. We are happy to have served you and hope you have been 
happy with our enforcement efforts.

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Minimum Elementary Standards Committee 


At the Annual Meeting on March 9, 1970, the Milan School 
District authorized a committee to “‘study and report back to the 
District on Minimum Elementary Standards’’. 


This report to the citizens of the District centers upon our in- 
vestigatory findings and our recommendations. 


FINDINGS 


1. Under N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated 194:23-d State 
Financial Aid, an elementary school, a high school or a compre- 


hensive high school must be approved by the state board of edu- 
cation in order to qualify the district or cooperative school dis- 


trict maintaining such school to receive any form of financial 
state aid to education for schools or pupils in attendance there at 
which are now or which may hereafter be provided by the general 
court of this state. A school district or a cooperative school dis- 
trict maintaining an approved high school shall also, in order to 
qualify for such state financial aid, appropriate sufficient funds to 
meet the cost of tuition for such high school pupils as reside in its 
school district as desire to attend an approved comprehensive high 
school in this state or in a bordering state due to the fact that 
such approved comprehensive high school offers courses better 
suited to the needs and capabilities of said pupils. Any person 
having the custody of a high school student desiring to attend an 
approved comprehensive high school may apply to the State 
Board of Education for relief if such person is dissatisfied with 
the action of the school board and the State Board after notice to 
the school board may order such pupil to attend an approved 
comprehensive high school and the school district of residence of 
such pupil shall be liable for the cost of tuition. 

(Emphasis added.) 


2: The State Board of Education has, after a lengthy study by 
citizens of our state, formulated standards to comply with the 
statute. Areas that have become standards and requirements in- 
clude: 


A. Philosophy and Objectives - each elementary school must 
formulate a written statement of its philosophy and a list of 
objectives. 


i 
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B. Administration and Supervision — each school year must 
consist of a minimum of 180 school days and all supervisors 
must be certified for the work performed. 


C. Organization — the pupil-teacher ratio shall be 25 to one 
or less in grades 1-2 and 30 to one or less in grades 3-6. 


D. Curriculum — each elementary school must provide to 
all children in attendance, a broad and well-balanced elementary 
school curriculum. 


1. Art — must be taught in the elementary school and 
provide each child with opportunities to be creative and ex- 
pressive with art media. 


2. Health — shall be an integral part of the instructional 
program to develop attitudes and behavior which maintain 
and promote mental and physical health. 


3. Language Arts — shall include skills in listening, speak- 
ing, reading and writing. 


4. Mathematics — shall include the study of numbers 
and operation with emphasis given to concepts of geometry, 
measurement, applications and informal algebra. 


5. Music —shall be taught to aid each child in developing 
sensitivity to sound through creative discovery aspects 
through singing, listening and playing. 


6. Physical Education — shall include experiences for the 
childs growth and development including games, contests 
and activities that develop strength, vigor, vitality, skills and 
coordination for personal and social accomplishments. 


7. Science — observational and investigative type of ex- 
periences including program areas of Earth Space, Earth and 
its Resources; Plants, Animal and Main; and Energy and 
Matter. 


8. Social Studies — this program shall be selected from 
United States, New Hampshire and world history; geo- 
graphy, sociology; political science; anthropology and eco- 
nomics, 


9, Library Services — library services are a basic require- 
ment for individualized and quality education and are basic 
to the development of independent and self-directed learners. 


10. Guidance Services — shall be provided for all children 
to aid them in realizing their potential in becoming self- 
directed individuals. 
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11. Health Services — shall be adequately provided for all 
children. 


12. Special Education Services — shall be provided to all 
children who differ from the average to a significant degree 
in intellectual, emotional or physical characteristics. 


E. Kindergarten — the pupil-teacher ratio shall be 25 to one 
or less. 


F. Staff — all classroom teachers shall be qualified for the 
work performed and meet the certification requirements of the 
New Hampshire Board of Education. 


G. Guidance — must provide guidance services to meet the 
educational needs of all children. 


H. In-Service Education — provisions for the orientation of 
beginning teachers and those new to the system and for indivi- 
dual and group growth of staff members through faculty meet- 
ings, curriculum committees, visitation programs, workshops, 
selected professional readings and self-evaluations. 


I. Library Services — each school shall provide library ser- 
vices for children and teachers. 


J. School Building Facilities — each school shall include a 
minimum of five acres of land and a regular classroom acco- 
modating 25-30 children shall provide a minimum of 900 
square feet or 30 square feet per child. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Your Committee recommends the following: 

1. that the Milan School Board prepare as soon as possible a 
comprehensive three year plan to the State Board of Education 
for implementation of required activities. 


2. that the School Board adopt the philosophy as presented to 
our Committee. 


3. that the Milan School Board continue to meet requirements 
concerning the school day and school year. 


4. that the Milan School Board continue to meet requirements 
concerning pupil ratio of 25 students per teacher. 


5a. that the Milan School Board continue to meet the curricu- 
lum requirements of language arts, mathematics, health, science 
and social studies. 

5b. that the Milan School Board pursue the concept of con- 


tracting from various government and private agencies the follow- 
ing services: art, music and physical education. 
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5c. that the Milan School Board tuition to other school districts 
or qualified agencies handicapped children. 


6. that the Milan School Board investigate further the possi- 
bility of pre-school programs. 


7a. that the Milan School Board provide a minimum of three 
days per teacher for in-service training at District expense or take 
advantage of Title III, Public Law 89-10 training programs for 
teachers. 


7b. that the Milan School Board provide some released time for 
the Principal to supervise and administer the school program. 


8. that the Milan School Board contract with some other 
school district for shared guidance services. 


9. that the Milan School Board provide additional library 
materials for each classroom and further that the District avail it- 
self to the large amount of materials from the Central Arts 
Library. 


Our findings and recommendations, if carried out, will provide 
improved educational opportunities for Milan boys and girls. 
Failure to take positive action of the above or some other con- 
structive alternative will jeopardize the District’s position in re- 
gards to state funds currently being received. 


The committee wishes.to thank the District for the opportunity 
to serve.

To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 


Your School Board is recommending that the sum of 
$117,554.38 be raised and appropriated for the support of schools 
in 1971-72. This represents a budget increase of $20,972.30. 


WARRANT 


Articles No. 5 and 6 are requesting an appropriation, not to 
exceed $10,000.00, for a new water system at the Milan Village 
School. Your School Board is tequesting that you make this deci- 
sion, by vote, at the Annual Meeting in March, 1971 and to 
authorize them to raise this money by issuance of five year serial 
notes on the credit of the District. 


Due to the nature of the project it is difficult to determine 
what the exact cost will be. The sum requested may appear more 
than is required. Actual cost will determine the amount of the 
borrowed funds. 


HALF-TIME TEACHER 


A sum of $3,300.00 has been added to your budget for 1971- 
72 to hire a half-time teacher to teach Remedial Reading. This is 
being done now through Title I but only for two hours per day.
